40PCT. OF BUTTER 
FROZEN FOR ARMY 
NAVY, LEND-LEASE 


WPB Plans to Order 10 
Pct. Cut in Consump- 
tion or Two Pounds 
Less a Person a Year. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 (AP).— 
Forty per cent of the nation’s cold 
storage butter supply was set aside 


today for Army and Navy men and 
for lend-lease shipments. The 
temporary order was issued by the 
War Production Board. ~ 
Agriculture department officials 
said present butter production 
was not meeting market needs and 
pointed out that the WPB slice of 
nearly 35 million pounds would 
be felt soon. 

However, WPB officials plan to 
issue soon a new order which 
would cut consumption about 10 
per.cent—or two pounds per per- 
son a year. The per capita con- 
sumption then would be 15 pounds. 
They added that the shortage 
might not materially affect the re- 
tail market before January, and 
that rationing might not be neces- 
sary, although the board’s food 
requirements committee reported 
that butter supplies were at fhe 
lowest levels since 1932. 

Because of the shortage, at- 
tributed to seasonal production 
slumps and increasing civilian 
purchasing power, the Army and 
Navy have found it increasingly 
difficult to get sufficient supplies, 
WPB said. At a time when im- 
provement in the shipping situa- 
tion made it opportune to ship 
more butter to the men overseas, 
many vessels with space to spare 
were forced to sail with other 
cargo. 

The order set aside for Govern- 
ment purchase half the butter in 
cold storage in the 35 princi- 
pal marketing centers which, 
hold about 80 per cent of the en- 
tire supply. It is retroactive to 
Nov. 6. Deliveries made since then 
cannot be subtracted in setting

HEARING ORDERED 
UN LONG-DISTANCE 
TELEPHONE RATES 


A. T. & T. Must Show 
Cause Why Charges 
Should Not Be Substan- 
tially Reduced. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 (AP).— 
The Federal Communications Com- 
mission today ordered the Ameri- 
can Telephone & Telegraph Co. to 
show cause why its long-distance 
telephone rates and other charges 
should not be substantially re- 


duced, ' 

The commission said figures re- 
ported to it by the Long Lines 
department of the company indi- 
cated earnings on net book invest- 
ment at a rate of 24.37 per cent 
annually before making provision 
for Federal income taxes, anda 
rate of 14.92 per cent after provid- 
ing for the new Federal normal 
and surtaxes. 

A. T. & T. was ordered to an- 
swer the commission’s order by 
Dec. 1 and to appear at a hearing 
on Dec. 16. 

The investigation, the FCC said, 
“will cover not only rates but all 
charges, classifications, practices 
and regulations in connection with 
the communication service ren- 
dered by the Long Lines depart- 
ment.” 

The company’s figures for the 
first nine months of this year in- 
dicated excess earnings ranging 
from 47 million dollars to 62 mil- 
lion dollars for the full year, de- 
pending on how Federal income 
taxes are figured, the commission 
said, 

“These excess earnings bear 
heavily at this time both on the 
cost of the war and on the cost of 
living,” FCC Chairman James Law- 
rence Fly said. 

“The Government must make ev- 
ery effort to keep down the Dill 
for the war and to help the con- 
sumer keep down his expenses. 
Every action that reduces either 
avenue of expense contributes to 
the prevention of inflation.” 
Long-distance telephone charges 
were reduced by approximately 14 
million dollars last year after the 
FCC had issued a similar investi- 
gation order, the agreement to cut 
tolls being reached then without 
a formal public hearing.

FEUD FLARES UP 
AGAIN OVER FILES 


Circuit Attorney Bars 
Judge From Office Aft- 
er He Seizes Records 
in Criminal Case. 


PROSECUTOR'S AID 
TRIES TO HALT MOVE 


Jurist Shakes Off . Re- 
straining Hand—Got 
Documents to Look for 
a Blunder. 


The feud between Circuit Judge 
Harry F. Russell and Acting Cir- 
cuit Attorney Henry G. Morris 
flared up anew when Morris barred 
the Judge from his office yester- 
day after the ‘Judge had seized the 
Circuit Attorney’s files in a’ crimi- 
nal case. 


Judge Russell, who has made no 


secret of his dissatisfaction with 
Morris’ direction of the police bru- 
tality investigation, wanted the 
files he took yesterday to prove 
.o his own satisfaction that the 
Circuit Attorney had blundered in 
another case, not at all related to 
the police investigation. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney George 
D. Chopin readily exhibited the 
files at Judge Russell’s request, 
but. when the Judge pocketed them 
and started out of the office 
Chopin protested. * 

“Jus: a minute,” Chopin called, 
“my orders are to let no one leave 
this office with any files.” He 
reached out to put his hand on 
Judge Russell’s arm. 

“Well, I got them,” said the 
Judge, angrily shaking off the re- 
straint. He stalked out of the of- 
fice, as

Judge Russell denied that any- 
thing of the sort had occurred, 
and challenged Morris to name the 
attorney to whom he referred and 
and state when and where the in- 
cident occurred. 


The files seized by Judge Rus- 
sell yesterday related to the prose- 
cution of a Negro, first charged 
with attempted criminal attack 
and later with criminal attack, 
both charges concerning the same 
incident. The prosecuting witness 
changed her account of the matter 
in the course of the prosecution 
and as a result both charges were 
dismissed. Judge Russell's con- 
tention is that if the case had been 
prosecuted properly the defendant 
should have been convicted of the 
more serious offense. 

The. Circuit Attorney's office got 
in a blow on its own account yes- 
terday, filing a motion to set aside 
as inadequate a $5000 manslaugh- | 
ter bond which Judge Russell had 
approved without requiring the 
surety to file a statement of his 
qualifications. 

This matter parallels the contro- 
versy which arose when the three 
detectives indicted for manslaugh- 
ter Tuesday were released by an- 
other Judge on $5000 bonds which 
Judge Russell set aside as inade- 
quate, charging that the bondsmen 
had not been required to file state- 
ments of their qualifications. 


C.B.S. PRESIDENT PALEY ASKS 
FOR $122,000 SALARY CUT

requested a $122,000 reduction in 
his salary, it was announced yes-

Columbia stockholders will meet 
in special session Dec. 16 to con- 
sider Paley’s. proposal to extend 
his contract for a year with the 
provision his salary be reduced 
from $187,000 in 1942 to $65,000 in 
1943, with no additional compen- 
sation based on profits. 

It is also proposed that the sal- 
ary contract of Edwin Klauber, 
chairman of the board, be amend- 
ed to reduce his salary from $50,000 
to $25,000 and to establish a re- 
tirement pension of $15,000 effec- 
tive after his sixtieth birthday in 
1947.

MTARTHUR'S TRAP 


U. S. Force Within Mile 
of Buna, Another Hits 
at Airfield — Enemy 


600-Mile Advance in 19 
Days Places Eighth 
Army Forces Half Way 


to Tunisian Border. 


Fighters Strafe Allies. 


CAIRO, Nov. 21 (AP).—Racing 
westward at a speed unequaled in 
modern desert warfare, the British 
Eighth Army‘ today hurled its for- 
ward units against troops of Mar- 
shal Erwin Rommel’s rearguard at 
Agedabia, some 70 miles from the 
narrow El Agheila defile. 


The British, apparently making 
a supreme effort to keep Rommel 
from organizing a defense at El 
Agheila, pressed on without pause 
at the heels of the enemy after 
triumphantly ‘hoisting the Union 
Jack over Bengasi yesterday for 
the third time in this war. 


Already the Eighth Army was 
half way to Tunisia from its start- 
ing point at El Alamein in Egypt, 
and more than half way to li. 

Contact was established with the 
Axis rearguard at Agedabia, on the 
coastal road 100 miles south of 
Bengasi, by one of Gen, Sir Ber- 
nard L. Montgomery’s forces which 
made a beeline ‘across the Libyan 
hump. Other Eighth Army forces 
followed the-longer route around

SOMEWHERE IN NEW GUIN- 
EA, Nov. 21 (AP). — Japanese 
forces trapped in a narrow coastal 
strip in the Buna-Gona district of 
New Guinea were reported fight- 
ing back desperately today as 
American and Australian ground 
troops moved in to drive them into 


the. sea or force their capitulation. 

(Dispatches from Allied head- 
quarters in Australia said the 
fighting was the heaviest of the 
New Guinea campaign.) 

One United~States force was 
within a mile of Buna and engaged 
in heavy fighting and another was 
attempting to wrest a. landing field 
on the outskirts of the village 
from the defending Japanese. This 
second unit reported that it had 
met strong machine-gun fire with- 
in 500 yards.of the field. 

Zeros Enter Fight.

British Sink Destroyer, 


Tanker — Allied Troops 
Push Nearer Bizerte, 
Reported Within 25 


Miles of Tunis. 


LONDON, Nov. 21 (AP). — As 
Allied armored units closed today 
with Axis forces at the outer de- 
fenses of Tunisia’s two main 
strongholds of Bizerte and Tunis, 
the British Air Ministry news ser- 
vice announced that “scores of 
U-boats” were being thrown into 
the battle of the Western Medi- 
terranean in an attempt to prevent 
landing of British-American rein- 
forcements and supplies in North 
Africa. 

The German radio broadcast a 
DNB news agency dispatch report- 
ing that three merchantmen total- 
ing 15,000 tons, heavily laden with 
war materials, were sunk in a 
U-boat attack west of Gibraltar 
and that another vessel was torpe- 


doed., 

British Sink Two Ships. 
British submarines struck at 
Axis communications, the Admiral- 
ty announcing that three had 
sunk an Axis destroyer and a 
tanker and probably sent down 4 
second destroyer and another 
supply ship. 
The er was sunk in the 
Aegéan, and the supply ship dam- 
aged was one of a convoy of three 
ships attacked in the same area. 
The destroyers were hit off the 
Sicilian coast. 

United States, British and Fight- 
ng French troops were reported 
by North African radio stations to 
hold already all of Tunisia except 
the areas around Bizerte, import- 
ant naval base, and Tunis, capital 
of the French protectorate. One 
vanguard of the Allied forces, 
which previously had been report- 
ed 30 miles from the two cities, 
was said to have advanced to with- 
in 25 miles of Tunis. 

Battle Grows in Intensity. 

An Allied spokesman said the 
battle for control of Tunisia was 
increasing in intensity with Axis 
reports indicating the enemy was 
throwing in all the air and subma- 
rine resources at his command. 
The Air Ministry news service 
statement said British aircraft 
were battling Axis submarines day 
and night in their “most intensive 
U-boat hunt of the war.” Amer- 
ican-built Hudson bombers alone 
were said to have carried out il 
jattacks., 

One submarine was attacked by 
Hudsons twice within 10 minutes 
and after the second attack was 
“left cruising slowly in small cir- 
cles with its bow sticking high out 
of the water.” Another Hudson re- 
leased a stick of bombs across the 
track of a submerging U-boat and 
the bomber’s crew saw a large

Two Allied Generals Swim Ashore 
When Japs Sink Vessels Off Buna 


By MURLIN SPENCER 

WITH ALLIED FORCES NEAR 
BUNA, Nov. 19 (Delayed) (AP).— 
The officer at headquarters who 
writes the communiques used a 
half dozen words Wednesday to 
tell how Japanese bombers sank 
two Allied trawlers off the Buna 
coastal area, but he didn’t men- 
tion that two Allied Generals were 
aboard the trawlers and had to 
swim to shore, 

One General watched the bomb- 
ers swooping in for their attack 
and called for a rifle. He blazed 
away until he was forced to leave 
the sinking craft. The. other also 
took’ the attack with fine disdain 
and remained at a commanding 


post. 
Both officers had to swim nearly 
a half mile to shore with the men 
and both refused any help, insist- 
ing that others needed it more. 
Their* names are still a military 
secret. 
Lieut. W. H. Thackston of Ander- 
son, 8, C., telling of the action said 
that “as soon as one man reached

PLAN TO EASE PROBLEM 
AT KOCH HOSPITAL 


Shortage of Physicians to Be 
Overcome Soon, Caulfield 
Says After Conference. 


Confidence that the shortage of 
physicians at Koch Hospital, city 
tuberculosis institution, would soon 
be overcome was expressed today 
by Director of Public Welfare Hen- 
ry S. Caulfield after a conference 
with members of the Civil Service 
Commission and Personnel Direc- 
tor R. Elliott Scearce, He said 
he was not ready to announce 
what steps’ were being taken. The 
problem of a shortage of nurses 
still is acute, he said.. ) 

The present staff at the hospital 
includes eight physicians instead 
of the normal 16, 29 graduate 
nurses instead of 47, and 49 prac- 
tical nurses instead of 67, with the 
result that 200 beds at the hospital 
are vacant and 181 tubercular pa- 
tients are on the. waiting list. 

It is known that a recommenda- 
tion that salaries of staff mem- 
bers be increased was made at the 
meeting by Caulfield and Dr. Fran- 
cis M. Grogan, Hospital Commis- 
sioner, who also attended. This 
would involve legal complications, 
probably including passage of a 
special ordinance by the Board of 
Aldermen, 


Caulfield asserted that a short-’ 


age of trained personnel exists in 
all city institutions, but that the 
problem is most acute at Koch 
Hospital, which is in St. Louis 
County south of Jefferson Bar- 
racks, because of its remoteness. 

“There is no social life for staff 
members who live at the hospital,” 
he said, “and those who live in the 
city must spend a great deal of 
time every day getting to and from 
their homes; even though the city 
provides free bus service from the 
end of the Public Service Co. 
lines.” 

He denied there has been any 
breakdown in administration and 
attributed the personnel problems 
to war conditions, including the 
enlistment of large numbers of 
doctors and nurses in the armed 
services.

Ogle Jr., a Republican, who was 
discharged as a park guard last 
October, told the commission Mos- 
kus performed his duties faithful- 
ly but “got a dirty deal’ from 
Slinger.

Ogle testified also the head 
guard once told him that he in- 
tended to “find some way to get 
rid of those damn Democrats in 
short order.” 


Slinger, in citing incidents in 
which he said Moskus was insub- 
ordinate and caught loafing on the 
job, told the commission he twice 
found Moskus wasting time in the 
watchman’s shanty at Municipal 
Theater in Forest Park when he 
should have been patroling his 
beat. 

The first time, Slinger testified, 
Moskus stayed in the shanty, 
which was not on his beat, for an 
hour and eight minutes, and the 
second time more than two hours, 
Slinger said that on both occasions 
he timed the period Moskus spent 
in the shanty, without letting the 
guard know he was being watched. 

Slinger denied he harassed the 
hold-over Democratic guards and 
said all of his men were frequently 
shifted from one park to another 
as they were needed for special 
public events.

Burned Reporter Waited 11 Hours 
After Battle; ‘Others Needed Aid 


HONOLULU, Nov. 21 (AP). — 
Charles McMurtry, Associated 
Press correspondent, considers 
himself lucky to have escaped with 


severe burns when a Japanese 
bomber crashed into the signal 
bridge of an aircraft carrier dur- 


ing the Oct. 26 battle of Santa | 


Cruz, showering him with flaming 
gasoline. 

“Most of the men around me 
were either killed or badly 
burned,” McMurtry said yesterday, 
“T was lucky.” 

The 37-year-old reporter is re- 
covering in Honolulu from burns 
on the hands and face. 

Fire enveloped the signal bridge 
and the men who survived the 
flames made their way to the sky 
control forward, but they were 
trapped on the tiny platform for 
40 minutes before rescuers could 
get through the inferno. 

McMurtry’s wounds were not 
treated for 11 hours. “Others need- 
ed it much worse,” he explained. 

One man on the signal bridge 
dropped to his knees in front of 
the correspondent as the doomed 
bomber approached the group. He 


| was shielded by McMurtry’s body 


and escaped unharmed. 
“Thanks, buddy, you sure saved 
me,” he told the writer afterward.

“The first thing you learn on 
Guadalcanal is to dig a fox-hole 
before you ever set up your bed. 
I remember I’d found a fine big 
hole, nice and deep, and that night 
when bombing started I ran for it 
and jumped, but hit the dirt hard. 
Someone had filled up the hole. 

West Front Fighting. 

“Ninety per cent: of the action 
against the Jap land forces on 
Guadalcanal has been on the west 
front. There has been sOme very 
heavy fighting up there. There is 
a series of ridges and deep vales, 
and the Marines ' could catch 
bunches of Japs—300 at a time— 
in the vales and wipe them out. 

“My personal estimate is that 
some 10,000 Japs have been killed 
on Guadalcanal. 

“Killing a thousand in one night 
in one sector is not unusual. 

“We killed a hell of a lot. I 
don’t know how many died in the 
brush. 

“The Japs have very poor first 
aid treatment. When you see a 
prisoner, it’s surprising. Almost 
no prisoners are taken by either 
side. 

“When the Japs rush, they'd yell 
in English, ‘Blood for the Emperor 
—come out, Marines, you’re licked.’ 

Snipers Speak English. 

“There seems to be a lot of 
American-educated Japanese among 
the snipers. They’re always shout- 
ing in English from the trees, 

“The Marines have an easy job 
cleaning up the Japs. They say 
on Guadalcanal, ‘The Japs fight 
for their lives—the Marines fight 
for souvenirs.’ 


“There was one action where the}. 


Japs tried to land 1800 and only 
600 were left, poorly armed and 
with little supplies. So the Ma- 
rines didn’t have to use bullets on 
them—just bayonets. 

“We found on a number of Jap 
revolvers made in Connecticut.” 

(Connecticut manufacturers, sug- 
gesting these weapons might have 
been captured in the Philippines, 


said no arms of any kind have 
been sold to Japan since long be- 
fore Pearl Harbor.) 

Peterkin continued: 

“The Japanese had artillery, but 
did very little damage to our men 
with it. As far as I know, only 
one was killed by artillery and 
one was injured, the latter being 
hit by coconuts, breaking his leg, 
when an artillery shell hit a tree 
and showered coconuts on him, 

“Our squadron spent some time 
on the front, 500 yards from a 
spot we called Bloody Knoll. It 
was a change and we were grate- 
ful’ for it, throwing grenades at 
the Japs. | ' 

1000 Japs Killed in Night. 


“A thousand Japs were killed 
that first night, but we must give 
the Marines credit for this. We 
were shooting all night like the 
Marines, shooting at everything 
that moved. 

“The Japs must have thought 
they had captured Guadalcanal] in 
the latter part of October, I think 
it was the twentieth or twenty- 
second. We shot down one of 
their planes and five officers in 
it were in full dress with a lot of 
medals just like they’d come in for 
inspection of the victory.

Calls Attention to Swap-Ride Groups. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

S a member of a swap-rides group, 

I heartily recommend car sharing 
to many who are seeking the solution 
to their transportation problems. 

Our group operates Monday through 
Friday of each week. Because some of 
our members do not work on Saturday, 
we are forming a special Saturday group 
by drawing together several swap-rides 
groups which have been carrying light 
loads on Saturday. 

Our cars bear the “swap-rides volun- 
teers” insignia, of which we are proud. 
We cannot help wondering, as we drive 
along streets and highways ' crowded 
with strangely unashamed ‘one-to-a-car 
drivers,‘ what these motorists are think- 
ing of that they do not understand their 
predicament. 

If the prospective recipients of A ra- 
tion books‘are expecting to ride street 
cars and busses after rationing begins, 
they have failed to observe that persons 
now using the public conveyances are 
having difficulty in getting to work be- 
cause of the greatly increased number 
of passengers. Or if these motorists 
think they live near enough to work to 
be able to continue to use their cars, 
they may be surprised to learn that 
they must live within three miles of their 
work in order to have enough gasoline 
to drive six days a week. 

Many county residents feel that they 
will qualify for the B ration. Perhaps 
it has not occurred to them that in order 
to drive to work every day, and still 
keep within the 470 miles a month al- 
lowed for occupational driving, they 
dare not live more than nine miles from 
their work. 

Since many motorists have failed to 
realize the actual situation, it would 
seem the obligation of press, radio, 
organizations to 
make widely known the necessity of 
forming swap-rides volunteer groups not 
only in St. Louis County, but also in 
most St. Louis. districts. 

Motorists must be made to understand 
that the solution to their transportation 
difficulties will more likely be found in 
swap-riding than in applying for, and 
receiving, extended gasoline rations.

It is 
a committee of the people, answerable for its de- 
cisions to no Judge and no prosecutor. It votes 
indictments or it refuses to vote indictments, as 
it sees fit. | | , 

Judge Russell had the right to impanel. the jury, 
to give it instructions and to discharge it. 

But he had no right to sit with the grand jury 
in its sessions and, if he had no right to sit with 
it, he had no right to possess the record of its 
deliberations, because that is tantamount to being 
present when the record was made, 

If the grand jury system is deprived of the pro- 
tection which custom and tradition have long thrown 
about it, it would lose much of its great value to 
society. Citizens would shun grand jury service or, 
once summoned, go about their difficult, and often 
distressing, tasks without the confidence, ‘independ- 
ence and fearlessness they now possess. 

We would rather see a hundred grand juries fail 
to do their duty—such as happened in the notorious 
Padberg grand jury several years ago—than to de- 
stroy or impair the -protective mantle of secrecy 
which surrounds grand jury proceedings. 
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INDICTMENT OF THE FIRE INSURANCE COMPANIES. 

The people of Missouri learned by bitter experience 
about the scandalous practices of stock fire insurance 
companies. Now, with indictment of 198 companies 
by a Federal grand jury at Atlanta, Ga., it will be 
possible to find out whether the conspiracies, rate- 
fixing and corruption disclosed in this State have 
been the practice elsewhere in the country.

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DESERVED PROMOTIONS—AND A DECORATION. 

In recognition of his thrilling victory over Jap- 
anese naval. forces off the Solomons, Vice Admiral 
Halsey has been nominated by the President for 
the rank of full Admiral. A whole nation will join 
in the approval. 

At the same time, a number of the officers in 
commanding positions during the invasion of North 
Africa were also nominated for promotions. Among 
them, Brig. Gen. Doolittle, pride of St. Louis, was 
named to be a Major General. Still another promo- 
tion that elicits sectional pride is that of Col. Paul

There are 190 names today on the waiting list 
at Robert Koch Hospital, the city’s institution for 
sufferers from tuberculosis. Because these persons 
cannot be admitted to the hospital, most of them 
are remaining in their homes, They are not getting 
proper care, and they are exposing their families 
to this highly infectious disease, - | | 

At the same time that Koch Hospital is turning 
away patients, however, it has around 200 unoccupied 
beds. It is a cruel paradox that, with more than 
enough facilities to care for the persons in urgent 
need of hospitalization, this institution cannot ad- 
mit them. | 

The reason for this is an acute shortage of nurses 
and physicians. Ordinarily, there are 16 doctors 
at Koch; today there are only eight. The nursing 
staff normally has 47 graduate nurses and 67 prac- 
tical. nurses; the figures. now are 29 and 49, re- 
spectively. For a hospital of 688-patient capacity, 
the staff is far from adequate. 
_ Enlistment of numerous doctors and nurses in 
the armed services is part of the explanation. But 
they have been enlisting from other hospitals, too, 
and none of them has had to close 30 per cent 
of its facilities. The more important reason for 
Koch Hospital’s situation is the low salaries re- 
ceived by Xs staff. ; 

Resident physicians there are now paid $100 a 
month, nurses from $70 to $90, all with maintenance. 
These salaries are considerably lower than in other 
cities. They remain at the depression level placed 
in effect some years ago when rigid economies 
were necessary. In view of the demand for doctors 
and nurses everywhere, the low schedules naturally 
make it impossible to keep the staff up to par. 

Obviously, the city should increase salaries at 
once so that this important unit of the municipal 
health organization can be fully used. It has been 
only a few years since the crying need at Koch was 
for more beds, in order to accommodate long waiting 
lists of tuberculosis sufferers. St. Louis citizens 
and the Federal Government provided funds for in- 
creasing the hospital’s capacity. Now it is up to 
the city to do its share so that the facilities 
can be used. ) 
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OVER THE TOP. 

This hardly seemed a good year for taking up a 
big collection. While a good many persons who were 
“on relief” a short while ago now have jobs in war 
plants, most people are concerned with getting to- 
gether enough money to meet their tax bills, not to 
mention the definite increase in the cost of living 
and the patriotic urge to buy war bonds, 

Therefore, St. Louis can be all the more proud of 
the fact that the War Chest is filled up and flowing 
over. Not only has the city met its quota of 
$4,850,000, but it has over-subscribed this by $177,698, 
bringing the total paid or pledged to $5,027,698. 

This means that the 84 welfare services repre- 
sented by the United Charities actually will have 
more funds at their disposal this year than last-— 
$2,224,000 against $2,184,000. It means, further, that 
about $3,200,000 is available for the 21 war agencies 
which were included among the beneficiaries of 
the 1942 drive. 

With the exception of the special gifts division, 
which had the highest quota, every section in the 
campaign exceeded -its goal. The employes’ group, 
with the second highest quota, surpassed it by 25 
per cent, reporting $1,576,347,

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ST. LOUIS DOGS AT WAR. 


It. is not only the St. Louis men now in the ‘ 


armed services who, as they do their hitch of 
guard duty, scrupulously observe the pledge to “walk 
my post in a military manner, keeping always on 
the alert. ...” The Army reports that the dogs 
which enlisted from this area are doing the same, 
some in the Solomons, some elsewhere overseas, 
others at military and naval reservations at home.

A PLAN FOR STAGGERED PAY DAYS. 

One means of reducing city traffic congestion is 
by the staggering of office and store hours. Partial 
adoption of this plan has brought some relief in St. 
Louis, and the co-operation of more firms would 
doubtless expand its benefits. Now another sugges- 
tion along this line is being made: the staggering 
of pay days. 

Most concerns now pay their employes on Friday 
or Saturday, or on the first and fifteenth days of 
the month, Pay days always mean an increase of 
business for stores of all kinds, also for restaurants, 
theaters and other enterprises. A recent survey of 
large. grocery stores in 14 cities shows that 62 per 
cent of their week’s sales come on Friday and Sat- 
urday; ‘week-end pay days account for a large part 
of this increased volume, 

This congestion is a serious matter for customers 


‘in 


as well as stores. Both are inconvenienced by the. 


huge crowds that are now a week-end commoplace. 
Extra store help for Saturdays is almost unobtain- 
able; in fact, keeping regular staffs up to par is a 
major problem. | 

If pay days were distributed over the week, the 
present business peaks would undoubtedly be re- 
duced. It would seem an expedient worth trying, 
in view of its potential benefits for business, the pub- 
lic and the transportation ‘system.

In the outskirts of Baltimore, 65,000 per- 
sons, war workers and their families, have 
poured in within the year, and no doctors 
came with them. Six physicians formerly 
served this suburban area, They can’t 
handle the situation now. To get a doctor 
to come out from Baltimore means paying 
a mileage charge as well as a fee—a total 
of $15 or $20 for one visit. 

No Federal agency has been given au- 
thority to deal with this critical situation. 
But the Government knows that. many com- 
munities are faced with calamity in the 
event of an epidemic: The WPB has told 
the war industries that “sick and injured 
war production. workers. lose six million 
working days a month.” Ninety per cent of 
the lost work days are due to general ill- 
ness, only 10 per cent to accidents and dis- 
eases arising from the job. : 

The Army wants physicians in quantity 
at the rate of six and one-half to every 
thousand soldiers. There are 176,000 phy- 
sicians in this country, of whom over 15,000 
have retired because of age. An Army of 
eight million and the Navy will take from 
‘55,000 to 60,000 physicians, or over one-third 
of all our active doctors and over two-thirds 
of all. those under 45 years. 3 

An over-all shortage of doctors for a whole 
country means less to health than do two 
other factors: Are the doctors distributed 
geographically so as to be physically acces- 
sible to all the: people? And are their serv- 
ices financially. accessible to all? 

* . * 


American physicians and hospitals have 
located themselves according to economic 
demand rather than medical need. Their 
distribution among the 3073 counties of the 
United States follows closely the per capita 
wealth of the areas. In most large cities, 
there has been about one physician to every 
500 to 600 persons, whereas rural areas 
have commonly had fewer than one to 1500, 
sometimes fewer than one to 3000. 

Now the war is making the situation 
worse. Some ‘sections already low in doc- 
ters have been drained disproportionately 
by the Army. Physicians have been taken 
away from some war areas when masses 
of population were moving in. 

It is now clear that the placing of phy- 
sicians in civilian areas should be in the 
hands of an administrative agency of the 
Government, with the counsel of groups 
representing the organized professions, A 
big, swift job must be done. ae 

The job is not merely to assemble a list 
of doctors who are not needed by the Army 
and are willing to go to new places, and 


A doctor who has practiced in a community 
sacrifices much if he pulls up stakes. 
Actua] placement requires a national 
agency that will arrange for the. right num- 
ber of doctors to go to each place under 
conditions which are fair to the doctors fi- 
nancially and which enable them to do good 
work at the minimum expenditure of that 
very precious commodity, doctor-time., 
There must be hospitals for the sick anda 
public health department to prevent sick-

Dangers in Shortage of Physicians 


Needs of armed services and of war-plant centers have rediiced 
number of doctors in‘many places to a degree that endangers na- 
tion’s health, writer says; urges redistributing medical men to points 
that have too few; also for setting up group pre-payment plans.

In a poor area, Government salaries for 
doctors will be necessary. But in indus 
trial areas, workers employed at fair wages 


can pay and wish to pay for their medical 


care. Pre-payment plans financed by regu- 
lar, voluntary payroll deductions can make 
medical care available to them and théir 
families at an annual cost no greater than 
the average expense which they now incur. 

Through such plans, the sick may seek 
physicians without the deterrent of a fee 
and hence obtain care in the early stages 


| of illness, reducing lost working time; the 


physicians can be assured of stable: and 
adequate incomes. The expenses may be 
shared by employers or by Government 
also, The pre-payment method in war-ih- 
dustry areag will minimize Government ap- 
propriations for medical care. 

* * * 


The health-insurance principle is now fa- 
miliar to millions of Americans through hos- 
pital and medical plans in communities and 
industries. The American Medical Associa- 
tion and many of its state societies ap- 
prove health insyrance in principle, and sev- 
eral societies are already participating. 

The Public ‘Health Service is the perma- 
nent arm’ of the Government having re- 
sponsibility for national health. It has dealt 
chiefly with preventive service.. Now its 
range should be widened to include medical 
care in war areas, Its powers and its funds 
must,be enlarged for the purpose.

AGAINST KAISER 


AFL Head. Says Board| 


Fosters Union Rivalry 
in Complaint Against 
Shipyards. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 (AP).— 
President William Green of the 
American Federation of Labor 
charged yesterday that the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board was 
substituting union rivalry and bit- 
terness for existing peaceful rela- 
tions by its action against three 
Henry J. Kaiser shipyards. 

The board has issued a complaint 
of unfair labor practices against 


the three Northwest Pacific yards, 


charging that they entered closed 
shop contracts with AFL unions 
when few, if any, employes had 
been hired. If the contracts are 
invalidated, a collective bargaining 
election may be held. 

Green said the board’s action 
was a victory for the Axis because 
“production will be detrimentally 
affected.” He threatened to ask 
Congress, if necessary, to remove 
the board members whom he called 
“incompetent, unfair and unrealis- 
tic.” 

The AFL protestations were an- 
ticipated by the board in a state- 
ment issued over the name of 
Chairman H. A. Millis, that “pub- 
lic hearings in board cases... 
have not had the effect of inter- 
fering with war production.” 

Green’s statement said: “The 
basis of the NLRB complaint is 
the fact that Mr. Kaiser signed a, 
closed shop contract with 16 AFL/ 
unions before any appreciable’ 
number of employes was hired in 
these three shipyards. If such a 
contract is illegal or reprehensible, 
then every construction firm in 
the United States and the Govern- 
ment itself stands indicted by the 
National Labor Relations Board. 

“How were all our new Army 
camps, naval training stations and 
air fields built? Government agen- 
cies or private contractors work- 
ing for the Government signed 
agreements with AFL unions to 
supply the men to do the work. 
It was ‘done efficiently and in rec- 
ord-breaking time. By signing a 
similar agreement with a group of 
metal and building trades unions 
affiliated with the American Fed- 
‘eration of Labor, Mr. Kaiser fol- 
lowec an immemorial, efficient and 
completely legal trade practice. 
The results in his shipyards speak 
for themselves.”

He and Wheeler acted, O’Ma- 
honey said, on information that 
the Detroit office of ODT, to which 
questionnaires from the West are 
sent, was “cutting down on allow- 
ances.” 

“There seems to be hopeless con- 
fusion among ODT, the Office of 
Price Administration and the Rub- 
ber Administrator,” O'Mahoney 
told reporters, “ODT says it is 
acting on orders from Rubber Ad- 
ministrator Jeffers. Mr. Jeffers 
does not indicate any such orders 
were issued, I understand Price 
Administrator Henderson says he 
was not consulted on the ODT 
questionnaires, asking for informa- 
tion that is kept by only a small 
fraction of motor operators. 

“I am advised that only 14 per 
cent of the questionnaires filed are 

in any degree complete. 

“There is no indication that cere- 
tificates are issued with any com- 
prehension of local conditions.” 

Vicw of Louisiana Governor. 

Speaker Sam Rayburn said that 
he was seeking a delay in gasoline 
rationing at least until Jan. 1. He 
received a telegram from Gov.

reinforcements he could hold the new invasion forces beyond 
Bizerte, his position while critical need not have become des- 
perate, at least not immediately. 


@ Tunisia's 2!/ million people, about 90 per cent native, and 
opposing armies have little room to play around in for the 
country is only 150 miles wide and her 500-mile depth fades 
off to the south into the Sahara Desert. Under French rule, 
about 3700 miles of roads and 1200 miles of railroad were 
built; mines and ports were greatly developed and land culti- 
vation extended in grapes and olives. The railroads connect 
with Algerian and Moroccan lines so that American troops 
debarking at Casablanca in French Morocco might easily be 
moved up 1200 miles by submarine-proof railroad transports 
to Tunisian bases within easy range of Libya and Italy and 
within bomber range of France and Germany proper. With 
most of Libya in British hands, and all of French Morocco and 
Algeria in British-American hands, the Allies needed only 
Tunisia to fill in. the North African shore.

CHAPTER THIRTY. 

ADDALENA was only a pin- 
MM price on a map. All of the 

desert locations were simply 
that and nothing: more. When ‘the 
surveyors went to work on the des- 
ert they -picked certain points, 
named them and put them on the 
war map. Maddalena was impor- 
tant because it was “on the line.” 
The “line” was the closely guarded 
telegraph wire that ran back to 
Cairo. Maddalena was also Ad- 
vanced Battle Headquarters. Here 
Gen. Sir Alan Cunningham had his 
tent and from here the New Zea- 
lander, Air Vice-Marshal' “Maori” 
Coningham ran the R. A. F. 
The day we arrived at Madda- 
lena things weren't happy. Rom- 
mel had checked Cunningham's 
advance south of Tobruk. Sir 
Claude Auchinleck, Commander in 
Chief of the British Army in the 
desert, took prompt measures. He 
had succeeded Sir Archibald Wa- 
vell only two months before. Wa- 
vell, a popular hero in Britain, 
never quite did live up to*his repu- 
tation. Wavell fought by the book. 
Rommel, a master of the unortho- 
dox would knock anyone’s brains 
out who fought a conventional war. 
The “Auk” was one to take chances 
and to make sacrifices of men, if 
need be. Some generals lose bat- 
tles trying to,save men. Not the 
“Auk.” He didn’t like the way Cun- 
ningham had hesitated. Cunning- 
ham was driving at Tobruk, and 
was well on his way to taking the 
battered old city. But then he 
slowed down. He kept worrying 
about his railhead some 60 miles 
away, and he diverted part of his 
attacking forces to the east to pro- 
tect it. That is like stopping to 
tie your shoe lace when you're 
fighting Joe Louis. 


Rommel moved in, divided Cun- 
ningham’s forces, and for the mo- 
ment disrupted the British ad- 
vance. The “Auk” immediately 
fired Cunningham. It was a cour- 
ageous thing to do. To begin with, 
the success of the whole Libyan 
campaign depended on the co-op- 
eration between the Army and the 
British Navy, commanded by Ad- 
miral Sir Andrew Cunningham, 
brother of Alan. By firing Alan, 
the “Auk” risked the personal an- 
tagonism of the Admiral, But Alan 
Cunningham had committed the 
major military blunder; he had 
looked over his shoulder. Jockeys 
don’t win derbies by looking over 
their shoulders. You don’t win bat- 
tles that way either, so Gen. Cun- 
ningham had to take the rap. He 
was replaced by Gen. Ritchie, 
whom the “Auk” called a “thrust- 
ing general,” 


Life at Maddalena was as pleas- 
ant as the press relations depart- 
ment of the Army could make it 
for us. Maj. Randolph Churchill 
and Col. Philip Astley were in 
charge of press relations and cen- 
sorship and they did a magnificent 
job. Those of us who had known 


| Randolph as merely a pleasant, 


convivial young man-about-London 
were amazed at the way he had 
taken over the thankless task, He 
awoke at dawn, as we all did, and 
often worked far into the night. 
Every time he cut a line from our 
copy he was willing to argue the 
reason for it with us. He only had 
one rule: “home security.” Not 
one line was ever cut from a story 
of mine that shouldn’t have been 
cut. 


Bob Low stumbled across one of 
the most amusing incidents the 
desert had to produce. He and 
Downs were off on a sortie some- 
where at the front. They: passed a 
casualty station and asked if there 
were any wounded prisoners 
thére. There was one, a German 
Staff Captain. The Captain was 
sitting on the running board of a 
truck with his head in hig hands. 
He was suffering from concussion, 
He had been found lying along 
the side of a road, unconscious, 
but with no marks on him, So far 
he had been too befuddled to talk, 
but Low’s excellent German 
brought results. 

“How did it happen, Herr Kapi- 
tan?” Low asked sympathetically. 
“I was riding in the back seat 
of a staff car... Let me see... 
Yes, there were seven of us in the 
car. General Rommel was sitting 
in the front, ... . Suddenly he 
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turned around and said, ‘this car

is too crowded.’ That’s the last 
thing I remember.” 

With that, the good Captain 
collapsed, probably in horror. at 
the thought that his General had 
jettisoned him. I wouldn’t have 
believed the story, éxcept that 
Downs was there too and swore 
that Low hadn’t colored it a bit. 

The desert front was a corre- 
spondent’s paradise. We could go 
wherever we wished. We could go 
out on night patrols far in ad- 
vance of the front. We could talk 
to prisoners freely. During two 
years in England < had never been 
allowed to see a German prisoner. 
When we wrote a story, all we had 
to do was toss it to Randolph 
Churchill or Philip Astley and we 
knew that it was as good as in 
New York, 

The desert seemed to breed a 
strange spirit of friendship which 
touched us all. We lived closely to- 
gether, had the same problems and 
suffered the same discomforts. Men 
who might not nod to each other 
in Shepherd’s bar back in Cairo, 
were blood brothers here. There 
were about 8000 men at Madda- 
lena and about 200 fighter and 
bomber aircraft. Sometimes we'd 
lie there at night and hear a 
single airplane motor overhead. We 
would wait nervously, wondering if 
it would drop a flare and go to 
work on us; we knew none of our 
Aircraft was up there. Yet we 
never were bombed. For once the 
R. A. F. had air superiority. 

The whole swift advance in No- 
vember, 1941, was based on that 
air superiority. It was the first 
time since the war began that the 
R. A. F. had enjoyed such an ad- 
vantage. It was really thrilling 
to watch a squadron of Blenheims 
coming over. our airport lazily. 
These were flown by the Free 
French, who called themselves the 
Lorraine Squadron. They'd fly 
high, circling the airport and then 
the Tomahawks (Curtiss-Wright 
P-40) would go up to escort them 
on their errand.

BUT THE CONDITIONS of civil 
life which render the heart sub- 
ject safe for an insurance company 
to accept are far different from 
the Army. The Army examina- 
tions are intended to prevent as 
many persons as possible from 
losing days from duty, and any 
potential source of disability is 
cause for rejection. 

In the examination as conducted 
by most boards, a history of past 
illnesses is first taken. The exam- 
finer learns a lot from this—the 
stoic is as equally suspected as the 
excitable individual. The latter’s 
heart may go to pieces in battle 
and the former is really fit only 
for limited kinds of duties. 

A dislocation of the apex beat 
of the heart, an abnormal pulse 
either in rate or regularity, a 
throbbing of the vessels of the 
neck, prominent eyeballs, all in- 
dicate an unstable nervous system 
and require a further careful ex- 
amination, Of course, heart mur- 
murs or persistent high blood 
pressure are causes for flat re- 
jection.

A FORM OF HEART abnormal- 
ity which seems to have a purely 
nervous basis is closely associated 
with army life. It was called 
“soldier’s heart” by the Philadel- 
phia physician, Da Costa, in our 
own Civil War, and it bobbed up 
again in World War I,. and we 
called it “effort syndrome.” The 
principle symptom was an ex- 
tremely rapid pulse—so rapid that 
it prevented the subject from doing 
any strenuous duty. As soon as he 
is released from the army the 
heart returns to normal. It oc- 
curs in unstable, nervous, high- 
strung persons and the examiner 
should be able to spot it and save 
the army the trouble of taking 
care of them when they bog down. 
They are liabilities, not assets, to 
the Army and Navy.
